1. The reply filed on August 26, 2003 (Paper No. 10) is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because there is some 
confusion regarding applicant's election of Category 104, SEQ ID: 103. The Restriction Requirement mailed June 26, 2003 required 
election of an invention from Group 1 to Group 114. Applicant election is seemed to be incomplete and confusing for the following 
reasons: a) Applicnat election of Category 104, SEQ ID: 103 is incomplete because appicant is required to elect one group of invention 
from Group 1 to Group 1 14. b) It is confusing with regard to the election of SEQ ID: 103 because this election would be an election of 
Group 104 which read only on claim 32. Group 1 (Claims 1-2, 6-8, and 10-19), Group 2 (Claims 3-5, and 6-19), and Group 3 (Claim 
20) does not require SEQ ID NOS 103. Further, no species election is require for Group 104. 

To prevent any further confusion, applicant is requested to provide a fully responsive election and clarify the above matters.
